But us 
the present strict valuation in granting per- 
mits was not then enforced, the figures ihut 
we gave were as near ns could be framed 
from the books of the Custom-house. We 
do not consequently regard the difference 
In our imperii as a positive ground for eon- 
eluding that our trade has been less during 
the first quarter of this year 'hnn >' w " 3 in 
the corresponding period nf 1861. 

Our imports from San Francisco for the 
first quarter in 1861 were S3 13,014. -19; for 
<ho same period this year they were S422,- 
7Sl, or an increase in our trade with that 
port of 8109,726.61.
